In a few seconds they 
clinched and rollad over side byaside, 
and in close conflict, and while both 
were hugging mother earth Allen 
placed bis hands in the eyes of Me- 
Coole gouging them desperately, 

when: the éry of “foul was raised 
from MeCoole’s corner, the ropes 
Were cut and the wildestuexcitement 
prevailed for a few minutes, but the.

PACIFIC RAILROAD. 


A correspondent of the Arkadelphia 
Standard says; 

The people of Southwest Arkansas think 
they have observed a preference in the 
Little Rock Gazette for the Little Rock 
and Fort Smith Railroad over the road 
from Little Rock to Fulton, as a part of 
the Southern Pacifie.. dt is said that the 
sympathies of Little Roek citizens are the 
same, and it appéars that the columns of 
the Memphis ArreraL are to be devoted to 
the same result, 

The correspondent is correct. The 
APPEAT. has, and will have, a prefer- 
ence for the direct road by Fort 
Smith, I°ulton will be but a feeder 
for Cairo and older cities north of us, 
With whom we must contest for the 
palm of success. The future of Mem- 
phis hinges “upon a Pacific Railroad 
by the. thirty-fifth parallel. Fortun- 
ately.for us, we have it nearly com- 
pleted to Little Rock, and under way 
to Fort Smith. With that much the 
start of all rival routes, and the press 
and people of the Indian and other 
Territories beyond, and the States in- 
tervening between Tennessee and the 
Atlantic for us, it will go hard, but we 
will win with Congress, already 
pledged to usin the Lower House by 
a majority of more than five to one. 
We are well aware that the voice of 
the Memphis and New Grleans Con- 
ventions are against us, (the former 
so because of the apathy of our peo- 
ple,) and we expect that to meet at 
Louisville in October will be equally 
marked in its expression of preference 
for a scheme which, as we have before 
remarked in these columns, can never 
be successful before Congress, owing 
to the fact that, instead of one, there 
are a half dozen routes concerned in 
it, and just that much capital addi- 
tional to what the Northern Pacific 
Railroad has already in hand with 
which to operate against us. Yet, 
notwithstanding the judgment of 
these bodies, we are determined, in 
common with our brethren in Arkan- 
sas and Virginia and those of 
own State, to. press the 
claims of the route by the thirty- 
fifth parallel, because it is the 
only one that promises anything for 
Memphis. “The trade and travel,’’ 
as the Little Reek Gazelle says, ‘ of 
that road would pour itself'almost ex- 
clusively into Arkansas and Tennes- 
see, Whether the attraction were 
Northward or Southward.’’ “ Adopt,’ 
as the Little Rock Libera/ says, “ the 
line of the thirty-fifth: parallel, and 
we have a vast and beautiful expanse 
of country lying upon our West, that 
by the natural course of, and laws of 
trade, is tributary to us. Memphis, 
from her position, would, then be the 
connecting point on the Mississippi 
from whence would radiate all the va- 
rious commercial bands to the Fast and 
North, as well as to the Southeast. 
She would become the great wholesale 
mart of the lower Mississippi. At 
the same time Little Roek would be 
the gateway, as it were, to the Pacifie. 
Tn addition to the present Fort Smith 
route, there would be one running on 
the south stde of the Arkansas. This 
would run for miles through the finest 
coal tields in the State. The present 
insurmountable obstacle of Want of 


fuel being thus overcome, and a hboun- 


tiful supply of coal. secured at cheap 
rites, Little Rock, as could also Mem- 
phis, would become a manufacturing 

Quoting again from the Liderd/, we 
wméwer the correspondent of the S/and/- 
ard, and give additional reasons why 
we should prefer the Fort Smith to 
the Fulton route. Our contemporary 
suggests that while Little Rock might 
be benefited by the passage of the Ful- 
ton route, Memphis would be almost 
completely isolated, Ife says, and 
every word applies with foree to the 
situation of Memphis: “The Cairo 
and Fulton would form the main and 
only feeder from the North, and it 
would) pass by our doors.

CHEAP LANDS WANTED, 

A great deal of complaint reaches 
us from persons engaged in the real 
estate business, that their schemes of 
immigration are thwarted by ‘land 
owners, Who find some excuse for 
advancing prices whenever con- 
fronted with bona fide purchasers or 
settlers. One firm complains that, 
even in cases where subscriptions were 
made in seeming good faith, partics 
have availed themselves of some tech- 
nicality or loop-hole,through which to 
craw! from what they considered the 
dilemma of low prices for their lands. 
Nothing can-be more disastrous or 
detrimental to immigration or pro- 
gress than a course of conduct, which, 
while it exhibits bad faith, is liable to 
be interpreted as an endorsement of 
the statements of Southern exclusive- 
ness and prejudice, which it is one of 
the great efforts of the press to refute. 
So far from acting in this spirit, our 
land owners should imitate the ex- 
ample of their brethern of the North- 
west, who practice the most liberal 
policy, and have largely profited by 
it. They have their lands properly 
surveyed and laid out, and regular 
profiles and plats made, which they 
place on view at the real estate 
ibrokers, who sells for them every 
alternate lot, sometimes giving them 
away, in order to induce a price and 
sale for what remains. They gener- 
ally determine on a plan and a pur- 
pose, and then stick to it. Such a 
course is of the utmost importance to 
the broker, because, when he effects a 
sale, there is no going back on it. ILis 
say-so is final. Confidence in him is 
strengthened instead of, as with us, 
jeopardised . by shifting in- 
detinite conduct. Our real estate 
men—to whom we look,in the absence 
of any proper State effort, for encour- 
agement to immigration—cannot be 
expected to accomplish anything 
commensurate with our desires 
if they .are assisted by the 
latge land owners who, as it were, 
hold the key to the door of settle- 
ment. People will not come here 
and lease when they can go to equally 
inviting localities; and buy at very 
low tigures, It cannot be expected 
that men will leave the great high- 
Ways of travel to the west, and direct 
their steps in this direction, to be eon- 
fronted by uncertainty and doubt in 
the ‘face and conyersation of real 
estate brokers ‘or land owners. The 
class of immigrants Whom we invite 
this way, have no money to spend 
gadding about the country in search 
of suitable loealities and have no dis- 
position to come here for the mere 
purpose.of chafering for lands, when 
in Kansas and Nebraska, along the 
line of the Pacific road, they can pur- 
chase and locate immediately on their 
arrival at rates nearly as low as those 
that rote in the publie office. 
Instead of throwing obstacles in the 
Way, greater thin they have already 
to encoutiter in their own preconcep- 
tions of us, we should be opening 
Wider and wider the gates to immi- 
grants; selling cheaply, and, if neces- 
sary, giving away half that we have, 
in order to cncourage what we 
much need —-Ahe  imiunigration of 
healthy, enterprising and active men 
and women, We trust the attention 
of land owners willbe given to. this
